London, Nor. 14.—With .the Turkish armies beaten 
in every battle during the mouth's war arid now behind 
the fortifications at Tchatalja, defending the capital of 
the empire, the Ottoman go vermnent has appealed to

Whcit terms, if any, Turkey has proposed, have not 


been disclosed. They must, however, in the opinion of 
diplomats, be unlimited if they are to prove acceptable 
to Bulgaria. With the last defenses of Constantinople 
almost in their hands, Bulgaria is unlikely to consent to 
any armistice except on conditions giving her full mili- 
tary advantage.

"My Dear Sir.—I have your favor of

Princeton, X. J., Nov. 14.— All indi- 


cations point to the calling of a 
special session of Congress as soon as 
President-elect Wilson is sworn, into 
office. It can be said that the Presi- 
dent-elect has now arrived at a con- 
clusion after canvassing as many mem- 
bers of Congress as possible and as 
many of the Democratic leaders of the 
country -as have expressed themselves 
publicly. That he win announce his 
plans within a short time is the gen- 
eral opinion of those who have been 
watching his course. 


Up to the present, however, the 


Governor has not publiclv committed 
himself either for or against the plan. 
The assumption that he favors an eac- 
tra session is based upon the hints he 
has dropped, from time to time, no- 
tably the statement he made Tuesday 
to the delegation which invited him to 
speak at Charlotte, N. C., on May 20, 
when he gave as a reason for putting 
off his reply the fact that an extra 
session, if called, would cover that 
date and keep him in Washington.

GIRL'S LOVE 


CAUSED HER 


CONFESSION 


Columbus, Nov. 14.—Police offi- 
cers today admitted on the witness 
stand in the Farley trial that Cecelia 
Farley, 
the 
young stenographer 
charged with the murder of Aivin E. 
Zollinger, did not confess 
having 
done the shooting until she was told 
that Jerosae Quigley. the man -whom 
she was to marry, was accused. 


Attorneys 
for the defense claim 


that the girl made the false confes- 
sion because of her love for Quig- 
ley, and because of 
her fear that 


Quigley would have to suffer for the 
shooting. 
'I believe that the girl did the 
shooting, but that somebody 
else 
was back of it," declared 
former 


Chief of Police Charles E. Carter, 
who testified today for the prosecu- 
tion. The girl's alleged confession 
at the time of her arrest was re- 
told to the jurors several times by 
various officials to 
whom she is 
said to have made the confession, 
who declared that immediately fol- 
lowing her arrest. Miss Farley told 
them that Zollinger had committed 
suicide by shooting himself. 


Chief Carter told the jurors that 


tie doesn't believe that Miss Farley 
has told the entire story 
of 
the 


shooting and of what happened 
at 
the park. 


The state is making much of the 


"act that Zollinger was shot in the 
back of the head. 
The state's at- 
:orneys declare that if the story of 
the defense that Zollinger was shot 
while struggling for the possession 
of the revolver is true, it 
would 
iave been difficult for the gun to be 
Sred in such a manner as to inflict 
a wound in the back of the head. 
Jerome Quigley, young 
hotel 
clerk, today took the witness stand 
la the criminal court to testify to 
what lie knew of the facts leading up 
to the shooting of Alvin E. Zollinger. 
For the first time since the shooting 
last May, Quigley was brought face 
to face with Miss Farley and' before 
her told the jury of how he had be- 
come engaged to her after she had 
told him of improper relations 
she 
had had with Zollinger.

will require considerable work to re- 
store the original finish to the pi- 
anos. Mr. Elliott's loss will be 
about $1200,- with no insurance. 


In the Wyeth room considerable 
water was thrown, but in 
maiiy 
cases the goods were of such a na- 
ture that no permanent damage was 
done. The phonographs and finer 
pieces of machinery were farthest 
away from the fire zone and did not 
get the soaking that was noticeable 
in the rear of the room. Mr. Wyeth 
estimated his loss at several hund- 
red dollars, fully covered by insur- 
ance. 


A portion of the ceiling fell 
and 
revealed the charred rafters, where 
the blaze had crawled under the roof 
over this room. 


In the Williams furniture store oc- 
curred the heaviest loss. Great 
quantities of water soaked practical- 
ly every article in the store, partic- 
ularly in the rear of the room. In 
the workshop the greatest damage 
was done by fire. The walls 
and 
partitions were charred aad much of 
the stock was partially burned. Mr. 
Williams this morning roughtb' es- 
timated his loss at $2000, about two- 
thirds of this amount being covered 
by insurance. 
In the laundry of Charley Hop 
Sing, a small hole was burned in 
the ceiling and 
considerable dirty 
water soaked the newly laundered 
shirts and collars. Most of this dam- 
age was done in the drying room, 
making it necessary to re-launder 
most of the articles. Practically 
none of the laundry was permanent- 
ly injured. Hop Sing carried $1000 
insurance, -which will be sufficient to 
cover all losses. 
The building is 
owned by S. P. 
Tan Toorhis and this morning Mr.
